To Breeders and Shippers of Sheep! 

The Govtrnmfnt require? that each load of sheep shipped from Ohio county he accompanied l>y a ortificnte 
stating the number of sheep, to whom they are being shipped, and the market upon which they are to be sold. 
No sheep can be brought into tMis county from an adjocning county, without a certificate from the inspector of 
the coun y from which the sheep originate. Shippers of sheep living in this county and buying she* p in adjoin- 
ing counties; must secure a certificate from the county inspector in the county where the sheep are bought and 
mail same to me before 1 will issue a certificate for for soid sheep to lie loaded in Ohio county to be dipped to 
market. 

Farmers living in Ohio county are required to secure a certificate before yoj ean sell and move shoes from 
this county to an adjoining county are hereby warned not to move any sheep without a certificate. 

Shippers and farmers should write me at least two days before they desire to ship or move sheep to another 
county; stating the exact number of sheep to be shipped or moved, to whom they will be shipped, wht re they 
are to be sold, over what railroad they will be shipped and the date they expect to ship. 

Shippers waiting until the day they expect to ship or failing to state the number of sheep in applying for 
certificate will have sheep left at shipping point until aaid requirements are fulfilled.

Christianity Versus Platonism. 
Many Christian* whoa., f.iifh can- 
not nocept the Divine promiite have 
turned intend to the theory advanc- 
ed loiiti liefore Jesus' day by the Ore- 
clan philosophers, headed by Plato. 
Their teachings respecting death, nl- 
tbougb lc«« lof^cal than the Bible 
theory, require less faith. Thus we 
have It today that Christian faith re- 
spectlnn Ihe future life Is supported, 
not by Ihe Hlble. but by the teaching* 
of the henl hen from Plato down. 

Plato and nil the heathen claim with 
out evidence that dying was not the 
pennlty for sin. that, on the contrary. 
It Is another step of an evolution proc- 
ess, n |>iin.inire-wny to a new life, un- 
der new conditions, of which they 
know nothing. Theirs Is merely a 
guess, n philosophy, nnd. of course, has 
no use for 11 resurrection of the dead, 
because the fact of denlh Is denied 
and the dead are said to tie more alive 
than when they were alive. 
The Hlble declares that from the veVy 

beginning Cod purposed the resurr 

tion of the dead nnd tbtit. therefore, all 
liellevers were privileged to speak of 
the deeenwed. not as dead In nn abso- 
lute sense, like the brute, bat as being 
anleep— waiting for the glorious morn- 
ing of Messiah's Kingdom and the res- 
urrection. Thus the Prophet declares. 
"Weeping may endure for the night, 
but Joy cometb In the morning." Thus 
the Hlble tells us that "Abraham slept 
with his fathers," etc.. etc. 

St. Paul says, "If there lie no resur- 
rection of the <irod. • • ' then those 
who are fallen asleep In Christ are 
perished." (I Corinthians xv. 13-18.1 
BoM could this be true If they have 
been alive In heaven for centuries? 
First or Chief Resurrection. 
Not all of the dead will have the 
same resurrection. Some will be rais- 
ed to the likeness of the first Adam, 
while others, members of the Body of 
Christ, will be granted a superior res 
urrectlon~to glory, honor. Immortality 
and the divine nature. Of the latter 
St. I»aul explains, "sown In weak 
raised In power; sown In 
raised In glory: "own an animal body, 
raised a spirit body." U Corinthian* 
xt. 43, 44.) Of the same class our 
text declare*. "Blessed and holy are 
all they that have part In the Firtt 
Rc»*rrretion; • • * they aball be 
Priests unto God, and unto Chrlat, and 
shall relffn with Him a thouaand yean." 
(Revelation xx, 0: v, 10.) 

"But the Rest of the Dead." 

Ah! this part of our text la sadly mis- 
understood and tuts thrown many Bi- 
ble students off the track of truth. 
They have understood the passage to 
mean that Christ and His glorified 
Bride claaa will reign for a thousand 
years over such of humanity as will 
be alive at the time of the setting up 
of the Messianic Kingdom. Tbey think 
that this passage teaches that all the 
millions of the world who have died 
during the pnst six thousand years will 
have no share In the blessings of Mes- 
siah's Kingdom. 

The proper thought is this: Adam had 
life and the right to continue it unceas- 
ingly so long as he was In harmony 
with Uod. When be sinned he came 
under the sentence. "Dying, thou shult 
die." Our race, his children, shared his 
sentence by heredity. Hem e we are 
all dying. From the Divine standpoint 
none have life. Those who become dis- 
ciples of Jesus are suid to pass from 
death unto life, although their new life 
will not be completed until the I'Mrst 
Resurrection. But speaking from this 
standpoint Jesus said. Let the dead 
bury their dead, but go thou (believer) 
and preach the (Jospel.— Luke Ix. 00. 

From this Divine standpoint the 
world In general today is dead, has no 
right to life and can obtaiu eternal life 
ouly through accepting Jesus: "He that 
hath the Son bath life: He that hath 
not the Bon hath not life."— I John v. l'J. 

Thus seen the world, whether In the 
grave or out of the grave, are all from 
the Divine standpoint dead. During 
the thousand years of Messiah's reign 
these will be helped up, up, up, out of 
sin and death, back to perfect life aud 
•II that Adam lost The upraising of the 
world during that thousand years Is 
the general resurrection. This Is the 
meaning of the word amittn*i»-\i does 
not refer to awe nwakeuing from the 
tomb. Heuce^sltbough Ihe world will 
be gradually rising out of slu uud dc.iili 
conditional, they will uut live agulu in 
the sens* of attaining perfection of life
